Tue Memorials from H.E, Tso Tsung 
ang, which appeared in the Poking 
Gazette of 4th July and 21at Decémber 
of Jast year, report what be has dono to 
improve the condition of the provinces 
which he governs. In tho carlior 
document he gave an account of tho 
condition of the Two Kiang provinces, 
and of the distress which prevailed 
among large portions of the inhabitants, 
The country, he said, showed fow signa 
vf recovery from the devastation of the 

ing rebellion; and this Iament he 
repeats in his secoud memorial. Now, 
as the first memorial was written soon 
after the Viceroy’s retura from official 
tours in the country, he ought to have 
been sure of the facts he was stating. 
But although there may be some parts of 
tho provinces whore, as he. says, whole 
tracts lie waste, these must be decreas- 
ing in extent every your. Foreigners 
do not enjoy fall opportunities of see- 
ing what is going on in the couutry 
districts, but the report of those wha 
have made excursions of some extent 
is, that large bracts are becoming more 
populous and more prosperous year by 
year, ‘T'so Tsung-t'ang stated that the 
plentious harvest of recent yeara had 
ouly brought out in severer contrast 
the destitute condition of a country, the 
more prosperous of whose proprietors 
had long since removed from theirnalive 
places, while the lower classes had be. 
come professional beggnra, accustomed 
to rely, all years alike, upon official 
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largesses of grain for their existence. 
Twouty thousaud of these beggars 
received relief in Nankin alone, a num- 
bor that he says would be considerably 
swelled if tho statistics of charitable 
establisuments could be taken into 
acoount, ‘Trade “was depressed and 
commodities high in price, dealers were 
seekiug more profitable markets aud 
thé coudition of the floating population 
of the two provinces was injuriously 
affected by the carrying trade on the 
Yangtszo being monopolized by foreign 
and native steamors. To remedy these 
and other evils in the condition of the 
people in his Viceroyalty, Tso proposed 
to reorganize the Salt trade, and develop 
thewatersystem of Kiangsu. The memo- 
rial published in December apparently 
tells all that Tso has really done to 
improve affairs in the Two Kiangs. 
Finding that the rate of iutorest charged 
by pawnbrokers and the period for 
redeeming pledges varied considerably, 
to tho injury of the psople, he fixed the 
mouthly rate of interest on all pledges 
at two per cent, and allowed twenty- 
sovon months in which the pledges 
could be redeemed. He also decided 
that, besides the duty, or license, pawu- 
brokers in the Cities should contribute 
to the public service 20,000 cash and 
those in the country 12,000 cash every 
month. He has apparently been leud- 
ing public mouey to the pawubrokors, for 
ho has decreed that they aro to pay only 
12 por cont. anuually on these deposits 
or loans. Now, it would s| 
sider, wo should think, tbat to pay 12 per 
cent, per annum on goverument monies 
and to lend these out at 2 per cent. per 
month was profitable business. Bat it 
seme that the now regulations prossed 
too hard on the shopkeepers, aud there- 
fore he has been obliged to remit the 
payment of interest ou the public funds 
in’ their lauds. ‘The memorial says 
nothing about the coutributious from 
city and coautry pawnbrokers which 
ELE, lind ordered to bo levied, and we 
therefore presume they are still in 
oxistonce. 

‘These memorials to the Throne, with 
the crude proposals which they contain, 
do moro credit to the heart than to the 
understanding of the Vicoroy. He 
finds Naukin wants people, capital, 
trade, houses, everything that dis. 
tinguished it in former times, and 
he would fain provide all these at 
once, and by the exercise of the power

iu the country districts does not in- 
crease rapidly, aud in his official tours 
ho sees poverty aud distress. His 
remedies for these evils is to build 
shops and houses on government laud 
in order to encourage immigration, aud 
ho appeals, in the peculiar way that 
men in his position have, to wealthy 
persons to aid him in the good work. 
One of these patriots having furnished 
‘Lis, 20,000 for the building of houses 
Tso recommends him to the Emperor 
for reward.

‘Taels 20,000 was 80 judiciously made 
that HE. is able to say in his memorial 
that merchants were already flocking 
to the city. To mend the poverty 
which he finds grinding the faces of 
the poor in the country he lends public 
money to pawnbrokers at 12 per cent. 
per anuum, with a mouthly squeeze of 
$20 from city pawnbrokers aud $12 
from those in the country, and 
forbids them to charge more interest 
than 2 per cent. por month. As might 
have been expected, the paltering mea- 
‘sures altogether fail. In order to 
hasten the restoration of the Two 
Kinng to anything like the populous. 
ness and wenlth which they enjoyed 
prior to the Taeping robellion, more 
enlightoued aud bronder measures than 
any that Tso has hitherto propounded 
will require to be adopted. The pea- 
santry must be attracted by an abnte- 
ment of the burdens which press with 

liar severity on them in theso 
provinces. If that were done there 
would be no difficulty in those pro- 
vinces, which are among the richest 
in the Empire, receiving as many in- 
dustrious settlers as were required for 
the cultivation of the soil. Even with 
the present extortionate system of 
government, population is increasing, 
though slowly, and, with good harvests 
giving a large quantity of rico for 
export, the farmers should do woll, 
Writing on this subject, a Southern 
contemporary suggests the establis 
mont of Inud banks to enable the 
owners to cultivate their lands; tho 
capital to be raised npon the credit of 
the Government. The proposal need 
not bo discussed until the Government 
becomes possessed of credit sufficient 
to enable it to borrow money from 
subjects. At present it could not do so, 
and Tso’s benevolent loans to the pawn- 
brokers are very likely only for small 
amounts, Hulightenment, and know- 
ledge of what ho has in hand, aro the

A. shocking accident occurred in tho 
Settlement on Friday morning. At about 
nine o'clock, a row of Chinese houses in a 
street leading from the Maloo to the junc- 
ion of Taewan and Chekiang Roads fell 
with crash, burying in their ruins a 
number of the Chinese occupants. A police 
constable happened to be passing the end 
of the street at the time of the accident ; 
the occurrence was therefore at once re- 
ported at the Police Stations, and within a 
short time Mr. Penfold, Inspectors Fowler 
and Wilson, and a body of European and 
native police were on the spot. Under 
their direction, the injured persons were 
! extricated, anda rapid and thorough search 
| amongst the débris was instituted. Eleven 
persuus in all were conveyed to the hos 
j pital in Shautung Road, ‘some of whom 

ace so seriously injured that they are 
not expected to recover. In three casos 
life was found to be extinct, one of the 
bodies being only discovered buried under 
a mass of bricks and tiles after more than 
half-au-hour’s search, ‘The bodies were 
all those of men, two of them being 
recognised as those of jinricksha coolivs, 
j aud the third as that ofa tailor. One of 
| the victims of the accident was a child 

who, when extricated, was so badly injured 
| that'she was at first’ believed tu be dead. 
| The mother, however, placed the child in 

a jiuricksha and hurried with it to the 
| hospital where it was found that, thongh 
| severely injured, she was still breathing. 
| The houses were one-storied dwellings of 
{the most miserable description, and the 
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occupants appear to have belonged to the 
poorest class, The row consisted originally 
‘of about twelve houses, but they were 
considered unsafe, and ‘accordingly were 
condemned to destruction. Sumo of them 
were recently pulled down, but seven 
remained standing, and these, probably 
rendered still more unsafe by tte removal 
of the adjoining premises, unfortunately 
romained occupied, with the fatal result 
which we have described.

THE “FRIEND OF CHINA” AND THE OPIUM 
‘TRADE. 
Propazty only a fow of our readers 
see the Friend of Okina, the Organ, as 
we are told on the cover, of the Society 
for the Suppression of the Opinm 
Trade. But even those who bave never 
road a word of the contents of the six 
volumes and two numbers of this 
periodical which have appenred, have 
heard of its existence, or seen it men- 
tioned in the foreign papers publishod 
in China. It is a fighting magazine, 
not too careful at all times to fight 
fairly, and with rather a propensity to 
Lit au adversary below the belt; which, 
to those whose nature has not been 
particularly enlightened, who are still 
in tho gall of mere wordlymindedness, 
and prefer fair play to foul play, or 
even to dodging so as to obtain a tom. 
porary advantage, ling seemed senreely 
compatible with a high standard of 
journalism, ‘The opium-trade in China, 
and the share which Great Britain bas 
had either in forcing it on the Chinese 
or in introducing the Indian drug tothe 
markets of this country, is one of those 
questions on which people should be 
‘allowed to bo as unreasourble as they 
please. To convict our Governments 
and merchants of the days that are 
gone by of every charge which the 
most rabid anti-opiam advocate has 
ever brought against them, to prove 
those things in the policy of England 
with China to be facts that have 
hithorto been nothing moro than the 
unsubstantiated assertions of ill. 
instructed partizans, hns surely nothing 
whatever to do with the position of 
England in regard of this trade since 
the Troaty of Tientsin was confirmed. 
Tho import of Opium was theu lega- 
lized by the Chinese Government with. 
out the slightest pressure being put 
upon it by the Karl of Elgin. Tho 
Chinose Government, having by that 
treaty got hold of a valuable revenue, 
of which but little found its way before 
to Pekin, soon began to try and get 
moro out of tho trade. The Lekin 
extortions led to the endeavour to 
come toa new arrangement, of which 
the Obefoo convention was the ont. 
come. The futile negotiations which 
have been going on ever since, are 
due quite as much to the desire of the 
Mandarins to grasp ns much revenue 
as possible, as to the policy of the 
English Government, Now, in his 
“Summary” of news our Friend of 
Ohina tnkes it coolly for granted that 
the Chinese Government is eager to 
have the interminable negotiations on 
tho subject settled—but omits to add 
that the eagerness shown has been 
altogether to secure more revenue out 
of Opium. The Friend however seems 
to have an inkling of the truth of the 
matter, because it adds that our own 
Government must surely be desirous 
to arrive at a settlement, if only to 
put @ etop to the growing agitation in 











the country. Yet, it eays further, 
nothing is done. Precisely: our go- 
vernment is anxious to get a trouble- 
some maiter out of the way, but the 
Chinese, whose specious eagerness to 
have it settled so pleases the Friend, 
stick to their unreasonable demands, 
Tho delay, says the Friend, proves that 
China is not free to act in the matter 
as she thinks fit. Now, the Editor 
should know something of the country 
of which he professes to be the Friend, 
and if ho did know anything of what 
went on in China he would be aware 
that the inflaence of Great Britain has 
not hitherto been much regarded in 
Peking. Our representative there has 
for many years past treated the opinions, 
prejudices, and bad faith of the Man- 
darins with too much consideration, and 
therefore his influence at the Tsung-li 
Yamén has dwindled away, The action 
of the German Vice-Consul at Swatow 
in enlling in the aid of snilurs from the 
Elizabeth is what the plausible Li aud 
Tso can respect, and has no doubt 
raised the estimation in which the 
German Minister at Peking is held. 
This incident, the Friend says, is one of 
those which afford glimpses into “a 
state of affairs very, very far removed 
from the ideal picture of friendly in- 
torconrse, based on mutual confidence 
and experience of the bovefits of com- 
mercial interchange.” Our contem- 
porary seems to be rather fond of sug- 
gesting that Ubose among its readers 
who require enlightenment—that is, to 
bo brought into the Editor's way of 
thinking—should have a frank con- 
versation with Li or T: and bear 
how things look from their point of 
view. Iu one. place he ad 
Baxtor M.P., who has expressed some 
very ansonnd opinions on the opium 
traffic in bis book on India receutly 
published, to take tea with Li and 
Tso, and look at the onse through 
Chinese spectacles. We have uot the 
least doubt that Mr, Baxter wonld 
bring away from that tea party a 
great deal of the noblest sentiment, 
and a belief that these two mandarins 
looked on the opium trade with a 
horror beside which that of the wildest 
suppressionist in England was pale and 
colourless, Both of them bave already 
gratified the world with their opinions 
on the foreign opium trade and ou the 
cultivation of the poppy in their coun- 
try, but they would have new and 
patriotic arguments ready for the delec- 
tation of an English M.P. who bad 
come all the way from Eugland to sit 
at their feet and drink tea with them. 
As we have said, no one should quarrel 
with the unreasonableness of the sup- 
pressors of the opium trade while they 
are dealing with that question. But 
it is another thing when we find it 
stated that Foreigners Ministers in 
China act so that this country is not a 
free agent in her negotiations, We 
doubt if there is another country whose 
diplomatists take or are allowed so 
much freedom, and we are certain 


























there is no other whose governing 


classes 80 constantly override the treaty 
rights of other uations, But we sup. 
pose it would be useless to endeavour 
to set the Friend right on these matters, 
Equally so to point out that if it be 
true, as the Friend asserts, that “as our 
position in China was won by arma, so 
it is secured by the presenco of our 
warships in Chinese waters,” the 
blame is not on the Government which 
has to protect its subjects, but on the 
Government which does not know 
what good faith is in connection with 
its trenty obligations, Farther, why 
should the Friend fulsify history by 
saying that when our ships were 
beaten back at Taku tho American 
war vessel joined in the affray to assist 
us? What the American Commodore 
did was to succour the English sailors, 
Aud yet again, when did the Friend 
hear ihat the European countries and 
the United States—their representatives 
at Peking aro meant, we suppose—pro- 
sent a united front to tho Chinese, and 
pursue common interest against them ? 
‘Yhat is not what we have heard of the 
courso of politics at Peking, particularly 
with regard to matters connected with 
the opium trade, 





LORD SPENCER’S RULE IN IRELAND, 
Tae resignation of the office of President 
of the Council by Earl Spencer line, it 
seoms to us, a peculiar significauoe, 
He held the office conjointly with that 
of Viceroy of Ireland, to which ho was 
appoiuted on tho resignation of Earl 
Cowper. It has boon understood all 
along that be went to Ireland only 
temporarily, and that as soon as ho 
had fairly floated tho government policy 
he would return to his post at the head 
of the Council, It will be remembered 
that Earl Cowper and Mr. W. BL 
Forster disapproved of the change of 
policy ou the part of the Government, 
which was announced soon after Mr, 
Parnell bad been released from Kil- 
mainkam jail, On the very day of 
Lord Speucer’s installation Lord Frede. 
rick Cavendish and Mr. Burke were 
asanssinated in tho Phouix Park, 
These atrocious murders called for 
severer measures for the repression of 
crime in Ireland than the Government 
had contemplated, and after the Orimo 
Provoution Act had passed through 
Parliament the working of its provi- 
sious was mainly left to the Viceroy. 
That he has conducted himsolf with 
firmness, and followed a wiso and 
just course, will be acknowledged by 
all fair-minded Englishmen, and it is 
to him that whatever improvement in 
the condition of Ireland has recently 
occurred, is in a great measuro duo, 
He has avoided extremes, and whilo 
maintaining the power of the law,he bas 
at the same time shown every sympa- 
thy with the unhappy condition into 
which large parts of Ireland had fallen, 
It is only those who are blinded by 
partizanship who can deny that there 
has been a marked improvement in 











Ireland generally during the last year. 
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Some portions of it are now suffering 
famine or want, but it is impossible for 
@ government to prevent these miseries 
ovourring ; the most that oan be doue is 
to mitigate their effect. In those parts 
of Ireland where good or fine harvests 
were gathered last season, matters are 
in almost every respect better than 
they have been for many years. Tho 
Arrears of Rent bill, working side by 
side with the Act for the Prevention 
of Crime, bas ovidently created a 
good deal of contentment, much 
more than the peasantry or the agita- 
tora will acknowledge. And, what 
is of groator importance, the Irish must 
fool that the English Parliament and 
people no longer turn a denf ear to 
their complaint. It is quite true that 
such incidents as the recent election at 
Mallow would soem to show that the 
Irishman of the farmer class is as 
determined to regard England as an 
enemy as ever he was, But after 
all Mallow is a small town the inhabi- 
tants of which are very unlikely to 
have auy more intelligence than those 
who live in such places usually havo. 
There is also the fact that Mr. Davitt 
and othora of his school have become 
vory active withia the Inst few months. 
Nothing else should have been ex- 
pected. Mon of oxtreme opinions have 
often shown that they would rather 
forego the accomplishment of that to 
which they had dedioated their lives, 








than seo this brought about by 
m that were hatofal to them. 
Tho Nationalists hate English rule 


in Ireland, or even that England 
should have a share in the goverament 
of their country; and that Eugland 
should parsue @ generous policy, oe 
likely to bring oonteatment to all 
people of peaceful ways, must bo gall 
and bittorness to them. For how long 
time did Mazzini and his school 
rofase to accept the freedom of Italy 
from foreign rale, if it was to be 
brought abont by the Monarchy of 
Sardinia? With fair rents and good 
fortune as to orops Ireland should soon 
become contented. In one respect Lord 
Spencer has shown a firmness which 
cannot be too highly praised. Ho bas 
resisted all the efforts that were made 
to induce him to pardon men who had 
been convicted of agrarian murders. 
The pressure brought upon him was 
often very severe ; aud it is to duo his 
courage in resisting the appeals made 
in the name of mercy that there has 
been a diminution of these outrages in 
recent months. They may not have 
entirely ceased, and instances of con- 
spiracies to murder will uo doubt 
ceont every now and then for some 
time to come; but they hnve alrondy 
become infrequent, and it is to be 
hopod that they will soon, disappear 
altogether from the black roll of Irish 
orime. Lord Spencer, having been mainly 
inatromental in bringing about the 
improvement which is alrendy visible 
in Irish affairs, might havo beon ox- 
peoted to return to his place in Parlia- 
mentand in the cabinet; aud when the 




















changes were made in the ministry last 
December it was understood that he 
would continue to hold the Viceroysh 
for only a few months longer. It 
about as dangerous to forecast what 
likely to occur in Irish affairs as it is in 
Chinese. Earl Spencer may be re- 
taining the Viceroyship because the 
results of the Government policy have 
been disappointing; butwethink it more 
probable that be bas consented to re- 
main in Ireland for a time, that his 
familiar hand may coutinue to guide 
the affairs of the conutry, and carry 
on ils progress towards « better state 
of things. His position as the repre- 
sentative of Iaw and order becomes 
stronger every day, as some Iris 
men are foreed to recognize the fact 
that the English power is greater than 
any that can arise against it in their 
country, as the farmers find that they 
can obtain equitable decisions in the 
Land Court, and as the Landlords 
recover from their fright. And it is 
@ noticoable thing that for somo time 
past we have heard little of the spolia- 
tion of the Irish Landlord. That is in 
itself a proof that the land policy of 
the Government took duo regard of 
the interests of all classes, and that its 
results are uow seen, by the olass which 
80 loudly condemned it, to be such as 
will benefit them as well as their 
tenants. 

















THE PENSION List, 
Tae Finaucial Reform Almanac is 


tructive and amusing. It coutains 
an immense deal of information about 
all matters coucerning the United 
Kingdom, and there is a good deal of 
bumour, mostly of the grim and 
sarcastic kind, shown in treating such 
subjects as the Pension List. Within 
ite two handred pages a full armament 
for radical reformers is to be found, 
whilat balf an bour’s reading in them 
would be sufficient to trausform a 
person of average ignorance into one 
remarkably wellinformed. Agriculture, 
the Army, the Peerage, the House of 
Commons, electoral matters of all kinds, 
Royalty, Shipping, aro ouly a fow of 
tho subjects that are treated of in the 
fallest manner. Tho Pension List is 
that part of tho work in which the 
general reader will fiud most to amuse 
him. The abuses of this list wero 
understood to have been so thoroughly 
reformed half a centary ago that not 
muoli has been heard on the subject in 
recent times. Now and then a radical, 
anxious to secure a little popularity 
from his own section of politiciaus, bas 
brought the subject forward, but these 
attempts to interest the pablic have 
never appenred to obtuin auy success. 
Besides, the current impression among 
people hes been, that England is so 
wealthy that the Pension List is what 
Lord Beaconsfield called the National 
Debt, a mere flon-bite to her. Yet, the 
following remarks of the Editor of this 
Almanac put the Peusion List in a new 
light. Here wo have, he suys, a total 
of over 150,250 persons drawing more 























than £7,000,000 yearly from the State 
fauds of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
10,000 persons—£5,196,551 yearly, 
being pensioners on the bounty of India. 
Take out of the list all cases of wounds 
in action and doles to bereaved families 
of soldiers and sailors . . . and after 
all such deductions have been made 
from the British List what remains? ~ 
‘Why over £4,000,000 per annum, the 
entire proceeds of the income tax paid 
by the trading and professional olasses 
(or of the taxes on the breakfast table 
of the working man) flung away in 
pensions. That is certainly a most 
effective way of getting the large class 
who dislike the income tax more than 
auy other tax, and the working mau, 
whose general theory regarding all 
taxation is that whoever should pay 
ho should be exempt, to interest them. 
selves in the reform of the Pension 
List. We hope the duty on tea will 
be abolished before financial reformors 
have swept away sufficient of the pen- 
sion list to enable the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to dispense with the 
present levy of sixpence a pound. 

The expenditure on pensions and 
gratuities is classified under a grent 
number of heads, and somo of those 
that are called Ancient and Hereditary 
have bad a very long and peonliar 
existence. In more than one oase 
where pensions were granted to’ Poers 
at the end of the seventeenth century 
the peerage has become extinot—in 
one instauce 170 years ago—but the 
amount or a moiety of it is paid to 
heirs to the present day. A portion, 
some £1,200 a year, of the pension 
granted by William and Mary to the 
Dake of Schomberg, who was killed at 
the battle of the Boyne, is 
Thore are other 
singular manner in whioh boirs to pens 
sious are preserved to tho nation, but 
with many of theso readers have become 
familiar. There is a very long list of 
persons receiving pensions of £150 
and upwards, in which the age of the 
recipient and length of service when 
the pension was granted, as well as 
tho reason for its being given, the 
auuual value, and the total amount 
drawn, are stated, The first pension on 
this list is ono for £598.18 a year 
granted in 1831 to a man who died 
ten years since, after drawing over 
£30,000 of public money. For somo 
reason which is not given this pension 
is payable to the present year. From 
1837 to 1842 a great number of pen- 
sious seem to have been granted from 
the Law Courts exchequer, and from 
the Irish Law Courts. Of the last, ono 
person has drawn over £100,000 in 
the last forty-two years on the order 
of the Irish Lord Chancellor. He 
is described in a note as “also an 
aristocrat,” most of his predecessors 
in the list having counections in the 
peerage. The English and Irish Law 
courts supply an immense number of 
the peusiouers; and these are peculiarly 
obuoxious to the Editor, who gener- 
ally appends his severest remarke 
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to their names. To those who bear 
the name of Hamiltoun—of whom 
there are eleven, who have drawn 
among them £86,000 of public money — 
the Financial Reform Association has 
also a strong dislike. The blue riband 
of the Pension list is one of £3,100 a 
year, granted in 1847 to a gentleman 
on the abolition of the Court of Re- 
quests. No particulars of hie age or 
length or service are given, but the 
Almanao snys that no equivalent what- 
ever has been received by the nation 
for it. In the same year a gentleman who 
was & “Chaff-wax”—how many people 
now a days kaow what thnt office was ?

THE CUSTOMS’ RETURNS. 
Tueee is nothing of the unexpected, 
so far as we have been able to fiud out, 
in the trade statistics at this port in 
the Customs Returns for the quarter 
ending with December last. Iu most 


of our principal articles of import 
there was a considerable shriukage, 
both of the quautities received and of 
those delivered, as compared with the 
same quarters in the three preceding 
years. In Grey Shirtings, for instance, 
our receipts were only 853,158 pieces 
against 1,858,503 in 1881, 1,019,870 
in 1880 aud 1,814,561 pieces in 1879. 
Tho quantities of the same goods 
re-exported in the last quarter of 1882 
were 661,865, of 1881 845,867, in 1880 
827,508 and in 1879 1,219,185 pieces. 
The import of T-Cloths in the three 
months considerably exceeded thatof the 
same period in the previous year, having 
beon 414,435 against 276,524 pieces ; 
but it fell short of 1880 by nearly 30 
per cent, Buglish Jeans aud Sheetings 
are the only other cotton imports which 
compare favourably with tho receipts 
of the previous year; the former show- 
ing an excess of 33,000 and the latter 
of 16,000 pieces. ‘The deliveries of 
T.Cloths, Jeans, aud Sheetings, show 
no great disparity between those of 
last quarter and those twelve-month 
before. American goods were 
received in amaller quantities, Drills 
showing a falling-off of 68,000 pieces 
and Sheetings of 37,000 pieces. The 
deliveries of these goods fell short of 
the quacter in 1881 by 41,000 pieces 
of Drills and 10,000 pieces of Sheotings. 
‘The import of Dutch Drills decreased 
12,000 pieces, but the re-exports of 
them were some 3,100 pieces greater 
in the same quarter of the pre- 
Iu Fancy goods the 
between the two periods on 
the chief articles imported were—an 
inorense of 27,000 pieces in Obintzes 
and Furnitures, and of 19,000 pieces in 
Lawns aud Muslins; whilst Turkey Red, 
cloths and cambries, imported were 
only 34,000 against 101,000 pieces, 
Damaske 2,050 against 2,723, Volvets 
7,908 against 9,218 aud Haudkerchiefs 
83,121 against 92,892 dozens. With 
the exception of Velvets these 
articles show a falling off in the re- 
exports. Yarn was however imported to 
the extent of 400 bales more in the 
quarter of 1882 than in the same time 
iu 1881, and the re-export of it shows 
an increase of 2,428 bales, the fighrea 
being 4,487 bales in the quarter of 
1881 and 6,915 bales in that of 1882.

To the import of Woollen goods 
during the quarter under notice there 
is a falling-off of 21,200 pieces in 
Camlets ; 20,200 pieces in Lnstings ; 
10,900 pieces in Long ells; and 3,300 
picces in Spanish stripes. The re- 
exports of Camlets exceeded those of 
the same quarter in 1881 by 1,400 
pieces ; Long ells wore about the same 
in the two periods, while Lastings fell 
short by 1,800 pieces and Spanish 
stripes by 2,100 pieces. Of the dis- 
tributing centres Haukow is the only 
one that shows a largo falling off in 
the import, the quantity of Camlets 
being 2,400 pieces, of Long ells 4,600 
pieces and Spauish stripes 1,100 pieces 
below that of the quarter in the previous 
year. ‘Tho import of Lastings to that 
port was about the samo in tho two 
periods, but the quantity of these sent 
away under transit passes shows a 
large increase, from 4,700 pieces in the 
quarter of 1881 to 7,200 pieoes in that 
of 1882. 

Tbe quantity of uail-rod iron im. 
ported in.the three mouths was about 
49,000 piculs against about 71,000 
piouls in the same time in the previous 
re of Lead 17,000 against 54,000 
piculs ; Tin in 
4,600 piculs, while the receipts of Tin 
plates fell to 427 piouls, Steel, on 
the other hand, rose from 989 to 4,774 
picals, ‘Tho import of Malwa, Benares 
and Persian opiam was about the same; 
bat some 600 piculs more of Patna 
were received in the two quarters. 
‘Tho receipts of native opium were some 
240 picals short. The quantities of 
opium re-exported show a moderate 
increase in Malwa, a comparatively 
largo increnso in Persian and a falling 
off in Patna, Bonares, and native drug.

‘The city itself derives its name from 
Kiai Che-tui, a faithful subject of Ch 
uth, Duke of Kein, who shared his ch 
exile for nineteen’ years, but afterwards 
refused to share “his chief's fortun 
When the chief was restored toh 
principality, Kei Cho-tui retired to the 
mountain, with his mother, in order to 
avoid the favours offered him. Wen Kung 
then ordered the woods to be sot on fire in 
order to induce Kiai Che-tui to leave his 
retreat, but the stupid fellow preferred 
death to honour from his lord, aud clas 
ing a tree, together with his mother, 
perished in the flame, about 650 y 
before the Christian era. The Duke then 
changed the namo of the mountain and 
place from Mien to Kiai. We met lots of 
carts loaded with coal yesterday, which I 
was told camo from Tusn-chiun, some 35 
li west of this city. It is sold here at the 
rate of 2 cash a catty for choice large coal, 
and less than two cash for slack, Some 
has been coked in what appears an ex- 
ellent manner. a 

We marched at 6 About daylight 
acold wind set in, as if from the surface 
of the sea. At 7 o'clock wo descended 
a gentle slope into a valley, going south- 
west, and sighted a pagoda on a blulf some 
We next 
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struck the River Fun, and_ marched 
throngh a walled town called Ni- 
whioh had “Ni-Tsung Ku-chén” 
over its gate. ‘The river is spanned by a 
stone bridge, over which carts were cross- 
ing, as if on their way to the coal min 
The valley was about 400 yards broad, 
and cultivated. Some trees of various 
kinds wero growing ; pigeons were flying 
about, and ducks too—large wild ones—as 
if inviting people to shoot them. ‘he river 
about $5 yards wide, and flowssouth-west; 
hills on the right aro from 200 to 300

feet high, aud those on the left, some 150 
to 200 fest high, with terraced slopes, 
which have probably been cultivated in 


former times. ‘The town was once fortified, 
and most likely considered a strategical 
place during troublous times. We passed 
what appeared to be a coal mine on the 
Fight of tho river, and also a ferry punt, 
which is hauled backwards and forwards 
along a chain overhead across the river. 
L saw lots of birds that looked like grouse, 
if I remember rightly what grouso are 
Tike. Wo passed through a walled town 
called Siang-ta, and halted at the far- 
ther end of it for breakfast, having done 
what tho natives and everybody call a 
journey of 45 li, but what I make just 
0 Ui less, ‘Thore aro, Tam told, over two 
hundred ‘families in tho placo, but only a 
dozen or 80 of shops. ‘The soil is the good 
brown one so prevalent throughout the 
northern province. This is my first 
visit to these parts, my former journey 
having oxtonded to Kini-shin only, branch 
ing off therefrom to Fun-chou Fu, across 
Fun River. ‘the country is far from pl 
ant to just now, not a green thing 
being visible, oxcepting some tender corn, 
sprouting here and there in hollows free 
from wind—mud everywhere, or some- 
thing mud-coloured.

ye must beware of blind adherenco to in- 
Yoterate custom; ye must not yield to 
aloth or neglect, nor look ou Our ‘admoni- 
tions as empty words. ‘The joys and the 
sorrows of the people’s life are alike due 
to their goveruors. ‘The High Authorities 
of every province should, therefore cast 
off all ties of favoritism, earnestly strive 
after reform, and act so as to eicourage 
the good and punish the unworthy. ‘The 
grand object of all must be to render the 
administration excellent, the people happy, 
and so second Our deep desire to take 
home to Our heart the warnings of dis- 
aster, and to diligently seek to perfect Our 
government.

SHANGHAL YOUNG MEN'S INSTITUTE, 
ee 

On Monday evening an open meeting of 
the Young Men’s Institate was held in the 
rooms of the Asiatic Society to hear a 
lecture from the Rev. Y. R. Yen, of 
St. John’s College, Jessfield, on “China's 
Arrested C ion.” Me. Fryer (Pee 
sident) was in the chair; aud there was a 
very large attendance of members and their 
friends. 

Mr. Yen in the course of a very interesting 
lecture, argued that the degree of civilizi- 
tion to which a natior advanced depended 
on the average character of the people, and 
that the character of the people depended to 



























a great extent on their food and on their 
physical and geographical surroundings. 
He pointed out that tho physical sur- 
roundings of the Chinaman were far in- 
ferior to those of the European ; they 
produced a feeble set of men and there- 
fore a fecble civilization, ‘The climate of 
Europe was in the main temperate, but 
China was exposed to the opposite extremes 
of heat and cold; in the north the extrome 
cold prevented the development of vitality, 
and in the south the perpetual heat was 
enervating. With regard to the food, 
the Chinese subsisted chiefly on vegetables, 
greens, and rice, whereas the English, to 
whom he specially referred, were nourished 
largely by animal food. Vexetable food gave 
mich less physical force, and physical force 
was the necessary accompaniment of mental 
force. With regard to the geographical 
position, China had auch less seaboard than 
Europe, and the direction of the Chinese 
seaboard exposed thoso who navigated it to 
great varieties of climate, and tended to 
prevent them from becoming great naviga- 
tors. ‘Then, inland towns, as compared 
with coast towns, were always inimical to 

ners and fond of preserving their old 

‘Phe comparatively sinall sea 
board was a cause of the difliculty of com- 
munication, which was one of the primi- 
ary causes of the arrest of China's civiliza- 
tion, ‘The neighbouring countries wero 
of inferior civilization to that of China, 
and consequently there was nothing to be 
learnt from them. Mr. Yen finally dwelt 
on the influence which foreign intercourse 
would have in tho fnture upon Chinese 
civilization, referring with regret to the 
fact that the foreigner did not come to 
China a few centuries ago, before her conse 
titution and customs became so firmly fixed. 
‘The lecture was listened to with great at- 
tention, and loudly applauded at its finish, 

‘The Presiwesr expressed the indebted: 
ness of the moeting to Sr, Yen for his 
lecture. He said he had always been of 
the opinion that the curriculum of public 
exmninations established at the beginning 
of the Ming dynasty was the chief cause of 
tho arrest of Chineso civilization. It was 
absolutely necessary for those who aspired 
to any position in life to devote themselves 
to this curriculum and to attain eminence 
in i ‘embraced in this curri« 
where 
previously to the Ming dynasty thi 
public examinations included such subjects 
as mathematics and astronomy. He was 
indebted Lo the lecturer for some new ideas 
on the subject. He had no doubt that 
climate, food, ete.,.had tended to produce 
the results, pointed to by the lecturer. 

Mr. Rontxsox (Secretary) said it appear- 
ed to him from Mr. You's lecturo that, but 
for the incoming of the foreigner, Chine 
ese civilization had rewched its fullest de- 
velopment, and would probably have di 
appeared, like Babylon, Nineveh, Rune aud 
other nations whose civilization was nt lense 
equal to that of China, He thought that 
if there was any way in which Chinese 
civilization could be reauimated it would 
be by imparting that quality which had 
raised European nations to their present 

jtion—the love and practice of liberty. 
‘The backwardness of China arose from the 
fact that the people had been from the 
earliest time accustomed to despotism. He 
did not mean merely political despotism, 
but despotism in the social relationships, 
especially as illustrated in the positiv 
occupied by Chinese ‘women, Mr. Yeu 
said the foreigner had come too late to 
reanimate Clinesé civilization, but he 
(Mr. Robinson) would point to the neigh 
bouring country of Japan, which merited 
the esteem of all Europead nations for its 
promising attempts at reform, as an ex- 
ample which it was open to China to follow. 

Pie Rev. W, H. Boose said he did not 
ink tho last speaker quite understood 
Mr, Yeu’s remarks as to the late period at 
which the foreigner had come. Mr. You 




















































































said that contact with western uationg 
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would give China the opportunity of re- 
vived life. Men had begun to learn, and 
had mastered, Latin and Greek when over 
seventy years of aye, and similarly China 
in her old age might take advantage of 
western education. ‘They knew that China 
was not dying, because they saw how she 
could compete with other nations in com- 
merce. The Chin ustantly came into 
now localities—the Straits Settlements and 
other colonies—as poor people, and before 
long were among the richest. He had 
been teaching in China for twelve years, 
and he could testify that Chinese children 
wore just as bright naturally as European 
and American childron, and had as much 
ability for learning matiematies and philo- 
sophical subjects. He was sure that it 
was possible for the Chinese to hold their 
own in scientific, and also in religious, 
matters with Western nations; and for some 
things they would show even a special 
aptitude. 

Mr. Gorvoy said it might be somewhat 
presumptuous on his part, but he would 
question Mr, Yeu’s arguments as to climate 
aud food. With reyard to climate, he 
understood that almost every variety of 
climate was to be found within the borders 
of China, ‘Then, with regard to the Chinese 
living on vegetables, he doubted whether 
in his own comutry at the present time 
they got so much beet as they did in China, 
and yet the natives of his country were 
almost too active for the Government, He 
thought they might look for some other 
reason for tlie non-progressive character of 
the Chinese. He would look for it in the 
system of divided responsibility. ‘The Em- 
peror was responsible to the nation, the Go- 
Yernment to the Emperor, and so on downto 
the father of 






























Mr. Yew, in roply, said that in his 
lecture he liad only dealt with the primary 
causes of the arrest of Chiua’s civilization, 
and not with the secondary causes. ‘The

A CHINESE ACCOUNT OF COREA. 





We take the following extracts from Mr. 
Scherzer's paper, read at the last meotin, 
of the North China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society. ‘The paper is a portion of 
a translation of a Chinese work of the Six- 
teeuth Century, bearing the title “ Tchao 

jen Tehe,” and described by Mr. Wylie, 
in his ‘Notes on Chinese Literature,” 
as “An account of Corea, including Geo- 
graphy and Customs, bya native of that 














country, whose name has not been pro- : 
served.” Boss 
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‘Tho Coreans profess a profound rever- 
once for virtue, They hold literary studies 
in honor, aud show a great inclination for 
thom. An amiable urbanity is common, 
and they proserve the traditions of an ex: 
quisite politen 

At the death of one of the literati, or 
of a functionary, his relatives conform 
to the family rites of “Tchou ouen 
koui the carrying out of the ob- 
sequies, mourning and sacrifices. Most 
of the Coreans, upon the death of their 
father, or mother, construct over the tomb 
a small house, which they inhabit for 
three years. ‘Chose who fail in the duties 
of filial pioty los0 all consideration in the 
eyos of tho educated (literati), who cease to 
regard them as belonging to their order. 
During the whole timo of mourning, some 
tako only boiled rice, and abstain entirely 
from salt and cooked moats ; others prepare 
their food with their own hands, as well as 
tho sacrifices offered on their’ relatives’ 
tombs.

arrived at an advanced age, may enjoy a

banquet is called the banquet of merit 
tested by age. 

‘The names of indivi

of threo tribunals, The children and 
grandchildren of those whose names figure 
on these ro} excluded from the 
society of tho literati.

Apnually, during the summer months, 
a distribution of ice is made among the 
members of the royal family and the 
high civil or militry dignities. This is 
extended to those high dignitaries who 
are aged and past work, to the sick, 
and to prisoners. Under the most anciont 
dynasties, equally with the prosont, it has 
been the practice to record in a repertory 
called San-kang-sin-ché, all fine deods by 
which faithful jects have rendered 
themselves illustrious, pious sons, and 
widows who have preferred not to survive

Yang-siu-kou 
and batchelors are entertained as boarders, 
whose sole occupation is the study of 
literature and morality. Those of them 
who arrive at the age of fifty without 
having succeeded in their examinations 





are granted employment by special favour 
of the king. 

‘The king's sons go daily to inform them- 
selves of the condition of their father’s 

ealth, and are present at his meals. 
‘Three times aday they assist at conferences, 
where they both read and discuss the 
texts with their professors aud the. guesta 
vf the palace. ‘They go to meet their pro- 
fessors, and reconduct them to the foot of 
the steps. 

‘Temples have been erected in honour of 
the founders of the ancient dynasties, and 
of persons who have rendered themselves 
illustrious by lofty actions and virtues. 
The local authorities repair to these in the 
spring and autumn of each year to offer 
sacrifices. 

Daring the winter seas 
coverings to be dist 
prisoners ; during the summer 
their prison cleaned, and and their can- 
gues and irons moistened, so that these 
wretches may not suffer too much from 
the rigours of the cold, or from the in- 
tensity of the heat. Tho King nominates 
an official expert in the art of healing, 
to whom he give supplies of modici 
appropriated for tho treatment of sick 
prisoners. The Government distributes 
clothing and rice among those prisoners 
whose poverty provents them from main- 
taining themaclv 

Outside the Capital there is a granary, 
called Tchang ping tchang, where rico can 
be purchased when the price of cereals has 
augmented. ‘Tho directors of thia granary 
buy up rico when it has reached its lowest 
value, which permits of their reselling it 
cheaply to poor people during. times of 
searcity. 

‘When an illness or unforeseen catastro- 
phe happens, the poople assist ono an- 
Other, and when one of them happons to 
die they assess themselves to provide the 
cost of the funeral, and of a double coffin, 
and ground for a gravo. 

At the commencement of the yoar, as wall 
as at the commencement of the great cold, 
and at the principal anniversaries, the king, 
accompanied by the princes his ‘sons, and 
by the body of oficial, proceeds to the 
ceremony of the Quang Kué-li [i.e,, tt

SPURIOUS TEAS IN AMERICA. 

The New York Herald has the following 
among other remarks on the trade in 
spurious te: 

In 1876 the English Parliam wed 
the bill which threw out of British con- 
sumption this class of so-called toas, ‘The 
effect was soon at once in a growing 
increase of the popular demand for teas, 
‘This was explained by the tea dealers as 
showing that, having been imposed upon 
by spurious rubbish under the name of 
tea, the peuple had ceased to drink it 
entirely in many districts ; but when pure 
teas were ouce more to be purchased the 
practice of tea drinking revived, until i 
the British Islands, with a popul 
far different from that in the 























United 
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States, a consumption of 140,000,000 
pounds per annum is recorded even at a 
duty of sixpence per pound, while in this 
‘country the cousumptionis about 69,000,000 
pounds per year. 

Legislation on the matter has been 
talked about for some timo past in the tea 
trade, but nothing wrs done until Con- 
gressman Hardenbergh, of New Jersey, 
introduced a short measure in oue section 

rohibiting absolutely the importation of 
Roletorious tons. A meoting was. thon 
called of the ten dealers and the present 
act framed, It provides for a more gradual 
process of condemnation and for an appeal; 
also for the bonding of the condemned 
as for a period of six months. At pre- 
sent, with a free entry of teas, beyond a 
formal entry bond the merchants are_put 
to no trouble, and teas may be taken direct 
from the ship to the auction room. Some 
of the morchants fear that del 
occur under the new law which will make 
it necessary to send samples of each line 
of each invoice of to the 
House Inspector. ‘This is the most vigorous 
point of opposition thus far shown, 

‘Mr. J, Purdon, of Purdon & Wiggin, 
ssid :—L am afraid merchants will find 
it a great block to their business when 
they have to bore chests for samples to be 
sous to the Custom House and then have 
long waits for a roturn from the inspectors. 
Ido not myselé know of any adulterated 
teas in this market, I know that none

hina. Ihave not seen any here in years. 
‘There was a time, twenty-five years ago, 
when immense quantities of the Canton 
made teas were sont here, but that has all 
stopped uow. I think one effect of the
